The past years have demenstrated the great necessity of winter storing young nursery stock and plants 


The Various Habits and Growth of Trees. 


Upon this we feel necessitated to give some information, especially since there is frequently dissatisfac- 
tion expressed by purchasers upon receiving their trees. when they are not all of equal size and beauty, 
The unsightly, crooked and small trees arelooked upon as being inferior, and the nurseryman is charged 
with fraudulent motives for having sent out such trees, while at the same time he may have acted for the 
benefit of the purchaser and have given him the most costly as well as the most valuable trees—for there 
might be a large number of handsome, rapid growing varieties collected for cultivation, which would be 
the most profitable for nurserymen to cultivate. But would they do for the purchaser? From the fact that 
such can be grown fitfor sale in two or three year: and upon clearing off the nursery grounds no refuse. 
trees will be found, while among the crooked growers many. will have to be left in the digging on account of 
being too extremely crooked to send out, And there will be still more among the feeble growers, for many 
of them are not large enough at even four or five years. a loss on these often reaches 25 percent left on 
the grounds to be cleaned up and burned. 


The question may here be asked: Whydo not nurserymen cultivate only the nice, thrifty growers? 
Because those planting trees are desirous of getting good fruit, ana we must raise those recommended by 
our leading horticulturists and fruit growers, also such as our own market and palates say are good. These 
recommend certain varieties, in which the crooked and feeble growers are recommended as well as the 
handsome, irrespective of the habit and growth of the tree, which gives it popularity and this creates a de- 
mand for the tree, from which.the nurseryman is induced to cultivate it; not because he takes delight in 
sending out inferior trees, as they are generally called, to receive the abuse of the people, but as a candid, 
reflecting man, conscious of his responsibility to the community at large for the dissemination of good fruit, 
his utmost aye Hee to cultivate good fruit, and second, as nice trees as those fruits can be made to 
grow— not only such as will dazzle the eye in size and beauty, but such as have all the good qualities of 
which the leading characteristics are flavor, and productiveness, in short, most profitable, which as he well 
knows, not only benefits hisfellow man, but greatly involves his own personal welfare in after time, as it 
requires more than mere raising of showy trees to preserve or establish a nurseryman’s reputation, How- 
ever the free and rapid growing oj a variety (when accompanied with good fruit) is an important consider- 
ation in favor of its extensive cultivation, 


MODES OF PROPAGATION. 


As the ways of propagation are so easily understood, for a time we omitted mentioning anything about 
it; but as we are sometimes asked whether this or that method of propagation is best, we will here state that 
the majority of our apple trees, as in other nurseries, are grafted on best American or French apple seed- 
lings, usually cut up to average three grafts, called piece root grafts. We do not use whole roots except 
when budding, but do notclaim any advantage for it any other way, and when the majority of ‘leading Hor- 
ticulturists say that the whole root grafted are the only trees» that produce hardy, thrifty, long lived and 
fruitful trees (and the peach that has always been budded, or at least 90 per cent and it on the whole root; 
but netwithstanding all this it does not appear to live longer or fruit better) then we shall not be slow to 
propagate that way also—for we certainly know how it’s done, So far the large and experienced orchardist 
finds our trees meeting his wants, and as yet he has not been convinced that the other method of. propaga- 
_ tion is better—nor have we. As ‘to top grafting, or grafting on hardy roots to produce hardy trees. this too 
we leave to the theorist -and when he has hardened the peach by working on a hardy stock so that peach 
growing is profitable in Minnesota, and the choice Early Harvest apple is found growing and fruiting in 
Alaska t through the working on some hardy crabor apple stock, then we will fall into line and offer such 
trees to our patrons, but not t until then. So don’t ask us if we have any such trees to offer you now: if you 
do we will kindly but emphatically tell you NO. 


Lincoln said: ‘*You can fool some people all the time, but you cannot fool all the people all the time,’” 
Sosay we. The logicin the socalled whole root grafted tree is, that those who advocate such and palm off 
piece-root grafted trees under the’term of whole root grafted trees that are not, are fooling a class of peo- 
ple that cannot understand the philosophy of what the words ‘‘whole-root grafted trees’’ imply. Certainly a 
shortened in seedling is not a whole root although claimed to be such by the representatives, © 


Now if whole root graft is the boon of a long lived fruit tree, why cut off any part of the root? Strange 
is it not, that the advocate of whole root grafted trees do not also dwell upon whole root grafted roses, quinc- 
es, grapes, plums and other fruits that they like others, are growing from cuttings or piece root grafts. 


Give this matter your unprejudiced research and you must ultimately come to the conclusion, as Prof. 

T, V. Munson putsit: ‘That process which in the shortest time puts the tree upon ifs own roots in a 
healthy condition is best,’? That rule naturally follows from the law of vegetable growth, that all the 
other parts of a tree or plant depends upon its own leaves for their sustenance, and takes on gradually 
characteristics in harmony with the life process of the leaf. Hence the cutting when it will root of itself, is 
the most natural way of reproduction, next to that from the seed itself. But if the scion will not grow as a 
cutting itself, then a foster root must be supplied to sustain the cutting until it forms roots ofitsown. This 
is most perfectly done with a short piece of healthy root from sprouting eyes, carefully fitted to the lower 
end oF a long scion.

Fall Planting. 


The Spring planting season is often of such short duration that much intended work is necessarily 
omitted or postponed. In the fall there is abundance of time to plan and plant, and the work therefore can 
frequently be done as satisfactorily as inthe Spring. : : 

The once prevalent notion that Fall planting is not advantageous, has proved to be erroneous, and with 
the exception of a few varieties of evergreens, almost everything called hardy can be planted successfully in 
the autumn, except in some regions where the winters are extremely severe, or in exposed situations, in 
which cases Spring planting is absolutely necessary. 


Packing and Delivering Season. / 


Which generally commences about Ootober 10, in the fall; for spring, from open ground, about February 
10 (often earlier,) For California and the south we pack and shipin mild weather from Storage House all 
winter, and it gives ample time for long shipments. Past experience has demonstrated the fact that nursery 
stock artives in best condition when long time is required in transit, if slsipped when stock is in most dormant 
condition—being during the months from November to February. 


Gare of Trees on Arrival, 


As soon as you unpack trees, having your trenches previously dug to receive them, set in a slanting posi- 
tion, then fill soilin and around the roots, treading the soil sufficiently to make it firm, and avoid having 
bunches set side by side without soil between them. Thisis aserious drawback attending the growth of 
trees, as much damage results from having “heeled in’’ with openings allowing drying or freezing before 
pienive: and the nurseryman is charged with having sent poor stock, when the fault is in mishandling after 
arrival, 


When trees arrive in a shriveled condition after a long delay in shipment, take out all shriveled trees 
and bury teps and all for about ten days, to restorethem. Should trees arrive in a frozen condition, place 
original box or case in the cellar to allow gradual thawing, or bury in soil until thawed out. Do not expose 
stock to hasten thawing, Itis most essential to let frozen stock thaw out gradually in a dark, cool place; 
therefore avoid exposure to sunlight or heat when transferring toa cool place.
